The question of compensation to ofB- 
oen who built reBidenoea at l^ew Woat- 
minater is said to be still engaging the 
Bxeontive Council, and may pobsibly bo 
acted npon. We warn the Administra- 
tor of the Government that any hucIi 
procedure will meet with universal 
oondemnatiott by the people, and wo 
trust I'e will pause botore lending his 
countenance to such on unjust appro- 
priation of the pel plo'Q money. It may 
bo qu'te tree that a resolution author, 
ising cpmpenBation was passed through 
the" 'ljt>^g!«Uti7e Counoil ; bnt no legis- 
lation can make a bad act a good ODtJ, 
and the mere fact of its having pflssod 
is no reason why it should bo carried in- 
to operation, when it is likely to lead 
to public diaoonient. Gun the present 
holders of oflSce have some intimation 
thsrti when the new Governor arrives 
Iheir services will be diepeased with; and 
that they are in doty bound to secure 
■8 much public money as possible be^ 
fore leaving their comfortable position- " 
If this is not the case, Governor Mus 
grave ought to bo duly informed of the 
job when ho arrives, and altboagh the 
whole transaction may be pefreotly le- 
gal, it might bo made an exonse for a 
change in the posilions held by the va- 
rious participants. If the builders of 
the resideDcos had lost their positions 
when tho Capital was removed iboro 
would have been some oxcuso ; but iu« 
asmnoh as tbey have drawn salaries at 
the public expense ever since, when 
many of those who have assisted in 
paying their salaries from that time 
have been nearly ruined by so neces- 
Bary a change, it looks very much like 
cruel heartednesB to press the payment 
of their pound of flesh so completely 
regardlesa of every feeling of delicacy 
or common fairneBS. Possibly these gen- 
tlemen may think that in being dis- 
charged onder the new order of things, 
rs it Is possible they may be, that they 
as prudent men, should make the best of 
their present position. If that Is the 
view they take of the qoestioo it may 
accord with a certain code, bnt it is 
taking up a position in which they may 
commit a gfeat error C'- e ) they may 
lose the substance by plunging at'itr the 
shadow. If compensation be no» in- 
sisted on they may, to a certain extent, 
attain their ends, but it will cost them 
all public respect, and when acheived 
will really amount to very litilo, as they 
will be closely watched and exlravugant 
claims may result in decided opposition. 
VVhat it they obtain a few dollars each? 
Will that fepay them for public esteem 
and the refusal in a futare possible oluiiu 
lor compensation on thoir being din- 
charged ? Will any citizen raiso hia 
voice in desiring the present incumbents 
to retain such posiiions as it may bo 
thought nocessarj to fill, when the re- 
duction of expenditure takes place ? W"o 
■ay, decidedly not ; and any possible 
oluims otherwise admissaMe would, with 
the bad impression created by carrying 
oot the present intentions of the claim- 
ants, be strenooosly opposed 

The vicinity of Cherry Creek is 
known to be rich in silver. Prospect- 
ing parlies long ago ostiiblishod this 
fact, and al joast one well defined load 
has been dincovored and located there. 
Specimens from this load, assayed at 
San Francisco, showed groat richness, 
and the late W. H. Sutton, of Yiilo, 
proposed Investing a largo sum of 
money in tho eniornriso by opening up 
the lead, ft is hii;hly probable that, 
ba4 he been preserved to the Colony, 
the mine would to-day have been in 
iQOoessfal operation. Under existing 
circnmstaDoes, little or no work is 
being done npon the lead for want of 
means; but it Is proposod by several 
infloeotial citizens to fit out a compiuiy 
and send them to prospect the entire 
district tboroaghly. We have in our 
midst several minors who were at 
White Pine and Nevada during IubL 
spring, and they assort that they saw 
no indications of silver at oiibor of 
those localities which would compare 
in richness with indications of a similar 
character at Cherry Creek. They corao 
back to UB, poorer in purso but richer in 
exporionoe, to test tho wealth of Cherry 
Creek. They propose to start for tho si In 
ver leads and invesligato them thorough- 
ly during tho few wooku that rorauin 
when active operations may bo proso- 
cutcd. In this praiseworthy reeolvo 
they should bo strengthened by the 
active oo-operation of every man of 
means amongst us.

At the 
left of the house the'e is a la,rge paddock 
surV<5unded by a range of hinsomo now 
Htifcles and oulhouses ; and in the pad- 
/ioi'k were a number of brood mures with 
fouls running by their sides. I should 
think Uiere vvere about a score of ibora 
and while looking at them one could not 
help thinking and feeling that. Innocent 
though they were,, they had in a- sense 
been the ciuse of the disgrace that had 
fallen on ilieir illuairious owner. Loav- 
this part of tho puik, I next turned 
round and walked lo the left, whiuh 
brought me on to the bridge which croHEcs 
a large and beanliful lake, and where 
yon have a full front view of the house, 
connected with which is an old chapel, 
with richly-stained windows. This 
clear-wntcr luko stretches as far as the 
eye can reach, and is laid out somewhat 
iu the serpentine form. On its surfaco 
were to be seen swans iu abnnunce and 
a groat number of wild water-fowl, and 
hero a id there is an artificial weir or 
dam, over which tho water falls with 
beautiful cffoct, and all this surrounded 
by magnificunt trees, gives tho place a 
charming effect ; and yet, amid all this 
splendour, there seemed an air of neglect 
and dilapidation which botokoned either 
poverty or carelessness. Things seemed 
everywhere to be running to Reed or ruin. 
Lookirig at tho house from tho bridge, 
behind which there is a Quo new church, 
the tall spire of whiob is oon'pionons 
above the roof of the house. I observed 
that all the blinds in tho house were 
drawn down, which seemed to indicate 
sorrow within ; bnt it was not tho sor> 
of death, but disgriiL'C, which in many 
senses is worse than death. The church 
and tho paddocks were new— the work 
of the young duke. A taste for the turf, 
temperod with a tributo to the clergy-, is 
an Htlempt to niako the bust of both 
worlds, which 1ms so far proved a f:iilure. 
Coming near lo the house again, I made 
a few inquiries cnnccrning the state of 
uiFairs, when I found that no less than 
eleven of the mysterious but very malter-> 
of fact people called b'^i'if^'^ were in- 
side, iho Only occupants aro the ser« 
vantH, all of whom, 1 was informftd, are 
under notice to leave. The bailiffs were 
stationed, like so ma'jy sentinels, in vari- 
ons parts of the bouse, and in 'some 
instances at the doors, and on various 
pans of the grounds. There was, con- 
sequently, a dot'p gloom cast over tho 
place, and all that I came in contact 
wi'h seemed to deeply deplore tho sad 
condition of the family and i ho place. 
We were informed that Mr. Glad- 
s' one had been in the neighborhood only 
a ft w days a>ro, and was guest for tbo 
night with Lord Fday, at Worksop 
Manor. Wheu it i-< roinctiibered thit 
thrt Premier U a trustee for the late 
Duke of Newcastle, hm presence on tho 
prc'^onl occa-'ion can be easily accounted 
t''>r. The quiet, clean, and pretty little 
town of Worksop seems to bo cast into 
deep mnurnil5^r by tliu events at Clum- 
ber. When at tho railway station, on 
my way home, who should I »ee but tho 
veritable Pad wick. Mr. Padwick, it 
will berome bered, has a chum of £i)5,- 
000 against the duke, and it seems by 
bis proseiice that tho bailifTsand bo, have 
some connecti m with each other.

Kobberics, 
rnui dcrH and suicides succeed each other, 
and although tho police aro unwilling to

In the Srst place 
ready money is cot only not asked for, but 
lonf; credit is giveii, Then spi'iti are usual-

^vial glass. The co-operaiivo store is obliged 
to do business in a more rigid rashioD. Co> 
operation in wbaliog or piloliDg enterprises 
ia found to pay.

A good many Peers ami other gon- 
tlemen dined together at \7illiri' liooms 
on Wednesday, to persuiido eaoh othei 
that the present Houao of Cominons is 
u sort of Irieb ball, niado simaltunoous- 
ly by tbo Uiiitod Kingdoms, in sympa- 
thy Willi each other, and the JIijuho of 
Lords the true repreHoniutivos of the 
paoplo, — so mado by a sort, of divinely 
pre'-eslabllsbed harmony, unoxumplod 
if not miraculous, and certainly quilo 
without preoedeot in the political his- 
tory of our nation. In this thoy ap>. 
pearcd to ottain a oerlain moduriitu 
success ; hat not ono quite eo coinpioto 
but what the atrongor heads amongst 
thorn had an nnoaay foohng thai thurc 
was Bomething rotten at hoUoni in the 
oonvict'O'ia so 8tront;ly ex|)rcage(l. T 
Bishop of Derry (Dr. Alexander) bo.i 
trayed, we think, hia suspicion that 
there was some unraality larking in 
tbe mutual asBarances of iht^ noble lords 
and right reverend proliUea, that the 
Peers are supported by a great majority 
of Iho people of England, when ho re- 
marked, nfleotivoly, — and shall wo 
not say by "vay of laying the ghost of a 
fear baanting bis own mind? — that the 
words "Church and Slato" (of course 
in relation to Ireland) "went up to the 
throne of God 7io< in iho acconta which 
men Bhoutod over tlieir oups, but in the 
acoouls io which the}' broalhod Ibetu in 
their prayers.'' Evidently the right 
reverend prelate woold have felt easier 
in bia mind if bo hadn't seen the wine- 
oupa (wine-cups, wo have obsorvod , is 
rhetorical for wino-giassos) boforo him, 
and had not observed Lhat the wot ds 
"Oburoh and State" wore being uttorod 
then at least by not a few gentlemen In 
the Bcceuts which mon about ovor their 
wine'.cups, and not in tho«o in which 
they are nccustomed Lo breathe their 
prayers. The Bisliop full ihttl u goud 
deal of Lhoir confidonco might possibly 
ba duo to tho "winoroups,'' so ho imme- 
aiately reasBured himBoK by sayicg it 
was not the wiae-caps. Just so tho 
timid butler, after the burglary iu Oliver 
Twist, when ho finds all his courage and 
tho courage of his companions oozing 
away, intimated that ili wasn't tho 
sight ot tbo burglar with his pistol 
which cowed them all, but tba neoessity 
of climbing over tho gate which bad 
cooled the wondorlul heot ol their pur- 
Buit. Dr. Alexander is just iu tho sainu 
state of mind. "It isn't tho wino-cups," 
he aoliloquizoB, "it's tho intonie depth 
of our spiritual foeliogs which gives us 
snoh a glow as we proaonnoe (ho words 
'Church and Stato,' " But how did it 
occur to the right reverend gentleman 
that it wasn't tha wine'^uups 'i Jj)vi- 
dently through a rostloss feeliag that 
porbapa it iraa,— In whioh wa are d/B- 
posed to concur with bim,

the various epoechea at Willia' llooma 
and not eee everywhere the eagernesa 
for that factitious encouragement for 
whioh uneasy men plead with each 
other by every inflexion of the voice 
and every turn of the style. The 
Duke of Hutlttod fortifies himself in 
tho extraordinary delusion — ol the 
dreamy charaoter Of which he is evi- 
dently more than halfxconsoiouB— that 
the House of Lords' repreeeutB tho 
pooplo and tho House of Commons 
not, by odding for his own comfort 
that at least the House of Lords has a 
right to speak its own mind oponly 
about those very useful membeis of its 
own assembly, — tho Irish BiBhops, — of 
whom Ibo Bill proposos to deprive il. 
Here his Grace evidently feels on com- 
paratively firm ground. Ho is quite 
utvoro th'it tho country lias exprossod 
us yet no opinion, — probably will never 
caro to oxpiesB an opinion, — as to tho 
meritorious legislative character of tho 
Irish B'shops asolomontii in tho House 
of Lords. Ho can dilnto on that with- 
■oiit insisting on tho paradox that a 
hereditary assembly has a socrot na- 
tional inspiration of which an oiocLod 
ussojiibly, and a qaile rocOD'Iy elected 
assembly, cannot boast. Tho only 
defect of thut invaluable argument 
from tho preciousncas of tho Irish 
Bishops to the He use of horHs, is that 
tho Dulio of Hutlund evidently thinks 
so very much more of tho preclousnoga 
of the House of Lords to the Irish 
Ui^bops. He insists on not being ablo 
to give them up, just as England or 
America insists on not being ablo to 
give tip political rofugooa, — not that 
ihuHo couuirioa rjally cling to tho 
rofugooh for the Btrouglh added by such 
refugees lo their counsols, but tliut this 
is a polito and respectful mode of lend- 
ing them their m^is. Tho Duke of 
Ratlaad no doubt loves tho Irish 
Bishops with u fond political love — for 
ilio luoncicnt. But would ho find the 
House of Lords as blank without his 
(Jriiiio cf Armagh, or Dabliu, or tho 
Bi,-hop of Killaloo? When ho mako.^ 
it a matter of political privilege for tbo 
Lords themselves whether they oan or 
cannot hoar to bo parti d from tho two 
or three Irish who adorn their deliber- 
iitioii^, wo think oven he himsoif could 
rtcareoly deny that bo is making rather 
a strategic uso of tho right rovoroud 
Irishman, thao avowing hia real ohjt'ct. 
Had tbo Bill beon one depriving the 
House of Lords of tho assislanco of 
these worthy persons without disestab- 
lishiu? or disendowing tho Irish Cimrch, 
wo should scarcely have had the Date 
uf liulland presiding Orer those 'wino- 
cups,' to which tho Bishop of Derry 
made that eloquent but., wo suspect un** 
easy allusion, 

But tho signs ol weakness — tho in"- 
dications that these valiant recommend- 
ers of valiant deeds are not roally easy 
in thoir own minds as to the plans of 
which (with tbe assistance of winox 
oups, for wo Observe, mat ovou uu xjuu- 
miugton the popular meeting con- 
vened to hoar Mr. Gathorno Hardy on- 
courage the L )rds, wan again a ban- 
quet) thoy talk bo loudly, are by no 
luoans confined to the apoochoa of ono 
' r two of tho remonstrants. Almost all 
these valiant persons foul compoUod to 
refer to the oleclions in Dumfriesshire 
and Stafford as signs that tho country 
is changing its mind though thoy night 
just as well reler to tho elections in 
Paris and AlarBuillos for lhat purpose 
Iu Lumlriusshire everyone knows that 
the Liberal triumph in November was 
a surprise, and that when tho hattlo 
hud to bo fought ovor again with full 
time lor the applicavion of the land- 
ord-' screw, ihoro was but little obanoo 
for the Liberals. That victory, at all 
events, had Jast as much leferonce to 
tho Irish Church Bill as it bad to the 
financial statement of Count Cambray 
Dig'iy iu Italy. As fur tho Btufford 
eloctiou, it is clear no doubt, Lhat in a 
very corrupt ond rather small borough, 
lull uf Iroemen, whore the Tories had 
returned ono of tbe two oaodidalos be- 
fore, thoy have now returned both — 
but a man must bo driven lo despora- 
lion for signs of roaoiion lo regard thi* 
as ono. Wo might as well urguo lhat 
an obbing lido had begun to flowfrora 
a rippiu iu a puddle on the beach whioli 
had uo oouDeotion with the sea at all. 
Lord John Maanera and Mr. Githornt 
Hardy wero nearer the mark when thej 
spoke of the House of Commons us an 
assembly of which thoy are honrtilv' 
ashamed, and avowed thut, sofaras 
tbo HouBo of Commons is an indicatioa 
of tho national opinion at all, it lends 
not the slightest colour to tho notion 
that tho country is Couaorvativo. It is 
logically far saler lo take tho oorlaiiily 
paradoxical lino of assoriing tl'.at '.ho 
IIouso of Lords is (by inspiration) in- 
timaloly acquainted with tho prosJiit 
temper ol tho couniry, and tho House 
of Commons, by a sort of divine judg- 
ment, shut i ff from all insight into it, 
t,lian lo accopt tbo olootiona in such 
places as Stallord and Dumtriesahiro as 
omens of political foolintr, when all tho 
oleclions of llio United Kingdom which 
Look place six raoiiLha ago uro troatud 
an euliroly valueless for that purpose. 
Wo observe that the Ooaaervalives in 
thoir despair havo called io tho aid of 
Dr. Camming, and have allowed him to 
propliuoy the ostablishinout of the lio- 
man Catholic Church in Ireland, though 
not to support his prophecy out of tho 
book of liuvolations, as he must natuo 
rally havo yearned to do, Sinoo Mr. 
M.r. Nowdegato was permitted to arguo 
for an allianco witli tho Greek Church 
against the Roman, and to regret lhat 
wo did not Mizu the opportunity to ally 
oursolvos with Eussia boforo tho Cri- 
mean war, — surely Dr. Gumming need 
not have been so sedaloasly restrainod 
fcom a'style of argument ovi dontly ap- 
propriate to the occaBloo, We have no 



doubt be oould bdVb Tound both the 
coming battle in; (he Peers and the 
CEsumenioal Oonnoil in Romei accux 
rately foretold in the Book of llevela- 
tions, and their igsaes oloaely couneoted 
together, and we are quite oertaiii that 
this style of arguonent would havo been 
quite as pr«fitable, and much more 
amuBiog, than that of moat of the re- 
verend gentieoiati's colleagoes.
